2, TIL’ ORGAITZATION ON OCTOBER 21st, 1946. 


Good intelligence is available on the organization of tho 
works, from which a series of charts has been dram up to show the 
strvetere of the various departménts. (Charts 1 - 10). On the Rus- 
sian side, the works are controlled by Lt,Col. BOLDYR, a physicist 
and technical expert, and Major WILDGUE!, the adainistrative chicf, 
A maser of other Ruscicms have been identified, of whan details are 
given in an appended list, 


The German technicians are under the control of Dr. STEIMEL 
os technical director; Dr, SPIEGIL appears also to have the standing 
of a director, The works is divided into cight departments, shown 
diagrammatically in Chart I, in which the mmbering of the dopartiments 
is that used officially by the works. Charts II - IX sct out the 
breakdown of the individual departments one by onc. These tables are 
believed to be substantially complete ond accurate although there is 
inevitably some uncerteinty in the allocation of staff alzong the lover 
Subdivisions because the actual set-up is continually changing as pro= 
gress is made and tasks re-allotted, The total staff on October 21st

Special attention has been given to high power transiitting 
vatves of invtolecoratic construction, 1nd those of iagnetron type, 
for radar ond crrunutication vrork on the highest frequencies (down 
to wavelonsths of 8 utMlinecters), 


There iz mo evidence of the existence of ony other Institute 
under Russian control carrying out similar work on the design end plan» 
ning for nonwacture of specialised modern types of valves, although 
there is sane vork going on in other valve plants in Germany ond Russia, 
ond sci Gevelopnent of cathode ray tubes ond siniler devices for telo- 
vision ond other work is carricd out in an establishnont at Arnstadt 
(Thiteingia), It may well be, therefore, that the work of the 0.5.17. 
in this ficld ig funderiental to the vhole Sovict effort in ultra- 
hich froquency cauunication and radar techniques. 


The signals prosraaice is believed to include work on such

'e  DEPORTATTONS TO RUSSTA 


Thore is ovidence that at various tines during 1946, valves 
and valve making machines were sent to Russia, Rumours of the moves 
of technicians prior to Ucteber have also been heard, but not sub= 
stantiated, The first major move of personnel to Russia took place 
as part of the lara cuale deportations on October 21/22 1946, 


Tt is not easy to discern clearly the policy followed in 
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the depertations of 0.8.17. workers. In the attached charts, the 
nancs of those known to heve been deported are marked X, those 
believed to heve been narked for deportation, or actually deported, 
but who escaped deportation en route with an (X) and those not de- 
ported with on +, It will be soon that those deported secon to 
have deen picked in © somewhat haphazard way and it cannos be 
stated that ony particular suction or sections were. uarked for de= 
yortation,

The position is nade nore difficult by the insufficicucy 
of evidence concerning the large nucber of workers who wore probably 
narked for deportation but succceded in evading it. There is a 
further difficulty since the nuiber of ancilltiary, and particularly 
of workshep staffs, attached to the verious branches, and the propor- 
tions of these staffs canaarkec for deportation, are not nom. If 
interrogation of those remaining in Berlin enables us to specify 
more accurately which workers were intended for deporcation and 
which wore not, it may becone possible to obtain a clearer idea of 
the Russian intentions,
